Contracts for the construc-
tion of additional classrooms
at two elementary schools in
the city are expected to be
awarded by the Board of Edu~|
cation tomorrow evening,

The trustees will meet at|

The combined contract
calls for construction of eight
new classrooms at Victor Ele-
mentary School and six new
classrooms at Madrona Ele-
mentary School, Both schools
are in fast-growing areas and
are filled to capacity,

TEMPORARY boundary
changes were made prior to
the opening of school in both
the Victor and Madrona at-
tendance areas, Without the
changes, both schools would
have been overcrowded and|
